1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The independent claim 1 is still in a vague state because it does not specifically tie in the position of the "keypad" in the open 
and closed position as is done with the user interface, which housing portion contains the microphone/speaker/displav to specify 
where each housing is located and how they are arranged relative to each other. Patent 6,768,899, Col. 3 lines 22-35 states an 
"upper housing 120 of the present invention may include one or more selection buttons" & "Although many different selection 
buttons may be provided on the upper housing 120. only one upper housing selection button 160 is shown in Fig. 1 bv way of 
example" The examiner's view is that between the vague independent claim 1 and the "selection buttons" on the "upper 
housing 120" stated bv Janninck et al. A more favorable review would incorporate the keypad's position relative to the "open 
position" and "closed position" as well as the above noted inconsistancies.
